To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Buxton. 
Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough 
of  Buxton  for  he  year,  1947. 

The  report  is  still  abbreviated  and  deals  mainly  with  statistics. 

The  number  of  births  for  the  year  continues  to  exceed  the  pre- 
war figure,  and  totalled  369.  Actually  there  were  481  babies  born 
within  the  Borough,  but  of  these  1 1 2 are  not  truly  appropriate  to  the 
town  and  are  regarded  as  transferable  births.  This  large  number, 
however,  shows  the  extent  of  “additional  ” maternity  work  in  the 
town,  either  in  private  houses  or  in  maternity  homes,  and  is  an  index 
of  the  service  rendered  by  maternity  homes  to  those  outside  the 
borough  in  the  surrounding  districts  taking  advantage  of  the  facilities 
within  the  town.  An  analysis  of  the  481  births  shows  that  297  were 
born  in  Maternity  Homes.  This  represents  61.7  per  cent,  of  the 
total  births  and  constitutes  a strong  argument  for  the  establishment 
of  a Maternity  Hospital  m the  Borough  rather  than  in  the  County  Area. 
The  live  birth-rate  per  thousand  population  was  19.9  against  20.5 
for  England  and  Wales.  The  gain  to  the  population  , however,  is 
more  evident  by  a comparison  of  the  births  with  the  deaths — 369 
against  228. 

Heart  disease  maintaining  its  high  toll  of  deaths  claimed  92 
lives,  and  was  followed  by  Cancer  of  all  sites  with  a total  of  29,  and 
Intracranial  Vascular  lesions  with  a total  of  25. 

There  was  no  death  from  puerperal  or  other  maternal  causes. 
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Immunization  against  Diphtheria  continued  to  be  carried  out 
and  I desire  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Health  Visitors  for  their 
assistance  m this,  as  m other  work,  for  their  constant  effort  to 
persuade  the  parents  of  young  children  (1 — 5 years)  to  have  the 
necessary  treatment  carried  out.  By  December,  1947,  124  children 
between  1 and  5 years  had  completed  the  course. 

Housing  still  remains  a very  pressing  problem  and  there  would 
appear  to  be  many  difficulties  to  be  overcome  to  secure  adequate 
accommodation.  There  is  much  overcrowding  in  the  Borough. 
Too  many  are  living  in  “split  up”  houses  with  a lack  of  the  necessary 
amenities  of  life.  Many  have  to  tolerate  bad  conditions  owing  to 
dilapidations,  deterioration  of  the  property  on  account  of  age,  short- 
age of  materials  and  labour  difficulties.  The  amount  of  work  falling 
on  the  Sanitary  Department,  as  a result,  is  greatly  increasing.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 

THE  AREA. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities  : Pathological  and  Baclenological 
Investigations  are  carried  out  at  the  County  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Derby,  and  at  the  Devonshire  Royal  Hospital,  Buxton.

Section  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply  : The  Borough  is  almost  entirely  covered  by  a piped 
supply,  which  m a year  of  normal  average  rainfall,  meets  the  demand. 
There  does  arise,  however,  with  a period  of  prolonged  drought  the 
question  of  larger  storage  accommodation.  The  water  is  mainly  upland 
surface  water.  The  supplies  are  tested  chemically  and  bactenologically 
at  least  once  a month,  and  daily  examinations  are  conducted  for  the  PH. 
A Chlorinating  Plant  is  installed  at  each  reservoir.  16  farms  and  21 
dwelling-houses  situated  in  the  rural  outskirts  of  the  Borough  are  not 
supplied  from  the  mams.

I beg  to  present  the  annual  report  on  Meat  Inspection  for  the 
Borough  of  Buxton  for  the  year,  1947. 

The  report  is  a bb  reviated  and  deals  mainly  with  statistics. 

The  Ministry  of  Food  continues  to  control  the  marketing  and 
slaughtering  of  all  livestock  and  allocates  them  to  specified  slaughter- 
houses which  serve  large  areas. 

All  meat  consumed  in  Buxton  comes  from  the  New  Mills 
depot. 

This  report  deals  only  with  home-killed  meat — the  frozen  meat 
being  inspected  at  the  ports. 

Wherever  possible  I make  an  ante-mortem  examination  to 
ensure  that  only  animals  m good  health  are  slaughtered. 

All  home-killed  meat,  after  examination,  is  stamped  and  can  be 
Identified  as  having  been  inspected.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Meteorological  Report  for 
1947,  a year  of  sharp  contrasts. 

The  first  three  months  were  exceptionally  severe,  while  the 
summer  was  unusually  dry  and  warm.  The  minimum  temperature 
reached,  was  2 deg.  F.  on  March  3rd,  the  lowest  figure  since  1940. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  mercury  soared  above  80  deg.  F.  in  May, 

June  and  August ; the  maximum  was  83  deg.  F.  on  June  3rd. 

Both  the  highest  and  lowest  pressure  readings  were  in  December  : 
30.69  on  December  16th  and  29.01  on  December  5th. 

The  rainfall  was  the  lowest  for  26  years,  totalling  1,031  mm. 
March  was  the  wettest  month,  with  149.4  mm.,  and  August  the 
driest,  when  we  had  only  15.4  mm.  The  wettest  day  of  the  year 
was  November  11th,  when  45.0  mm.  fell  m 24  hours. 

The  total  hours  of  bright  sunshine  were  1 1 77.8.  On  May 

28th  and  June  12th,  13.1  hours  were  recorded,  making  these  the 
brightest  days  of  the  year,  but  the  highest  daily  average  goes  to 
August,  with  8.12  hours. 

The  prevailing  wind  for  the  year  was  s.w. 

The  public  continues  to  show  great  interest  m the  station  on 
the  Slopes,  and  m the  instruments  in  the  Peak  Buildings.  Copies 
of  the  forecasts  have  found  their  way  to  New  Zealand  and  the 
United  States.  During  the  year,  parties  of  schoolchildren  have 
been  shown  round  the  station. 

I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  Mr. 
Robinson  and  his  staff  for  their  great  assistance  at  all  times.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  my  first  Annual  Report,  I have  pleasure  in  stating 
that  the  work  of  the  department  has  proceeded  smoothly  throughout 
the  year. 

Housing  IS  still  a major  problem.  Not  only  Is  the  closure  and 
demolition  of  unfit  dwellings  seriously  restricted  by  reason  of  the 
shortage  of  alternative  accommodation  for  tenants,  but  the  continued 
operation  of  the  Rent  Restriction  Acts  which  retain  rents  at  pre-war 
level,  prevents  many  property  owners  from  carrying  out  essential  repairs 
at  the  present  greatly  increased  costs.  The  influx  of  squatters  into  an 
hotel  abandoned,  but  not  yet  de-requisitioned  by  the  military  authorities, 
IS  a cause  of  grave  concern.  The  insanitary  conditions  which  rapidly 
developed  amongst  this  unrestrained  concourse  of  human  beings  are, 
by  contrast,  an  eloquent  testimony  to  the  value  and  efficiency  of  the 
community’s  well  organised  sanitary  services  which  are  so  often  taken 
for  granted. 

The  abnormal  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  received  and 
investigated  during  the  year  is  the  inevitable  repercussion  of  the  war- 
time inability  to  maintain  normal  living  conditions.  At  the  same  time 
the  marked  increase  m the  number  of  houses  where  the  water  supply 
has  been  improved  is  one  of  the  indications  tha^  the  department 
IS  endeavouring  to  make  up  the  leeway  of  the  past  few  years  wherever 
the  opportunity  occurs. 

It  was  considered  appropriate  that  the  Health  Department  should 
be  responsible  for  the  control  of  public  conveniences  and  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  refuse,  salvage  and  kitchen  waste,  and  these  duties  have 
been  transferred  from  the  Borough  Engineer’s  Department  during  the 
year. 

The  responsibilities  of  my  first  year  of  office  have  been  lightened 
considerably  by  the  invaluable  help  and  advice  which  I have  received 
from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  loyalty  and  co-operation 
of  the  staff,  to  whom  my  sincere  thanks  are  expressed.  I also  acknow- 
ledge the  support  I have  received  from  the  members  of  the  Council, 
especially  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee.

The  number  of  visits  made  by  the  Rodent  Operative  and  Sanitary 
Workman,  apart  from  those  made  under  any  scheme,  was  731. 

At  the  Controlled  Tip,  Ladmanlow,  a concentrated  reservoir 
infestation  of  rats  had  built  up  since  the  heavy  snows  of  early  1947  and 
although  poisoning  treatments  were  carried  out  during  the  sum.mer  of 
this  year  the  scale  of  operations  was  not  sufficiently  large  to  effect  a 
successful  clearance,  m spite  of  the  fact  that  substantial  “kills”  were 
obtained  from  time  to  time.  These  temporary  reductions  in  population 
were  quickly  erased  by  the  rapid  breeding  rate  of  the  rats.  Furthermore, 
the  older  rats  had  developed  a prejudice  against  the  continued  use  of 
sausage  rusk  as  a bait  and  zinc  phosphide  as  a poison,  and,  in  consequence, 
were  consuming  sub-lethal  doses  only. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Divisional  Rodent  Inspector  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  Infestation  Control  Division,  a 
comprehensive  campaign  was  started  on  November  3rd,  using  bread 
mash  as  bait  and  arsenious  oxide  as  the  poison.  Baits  were  laid  at  397 
points  and  although  heavy  ram  possibly  impaired  the  efficiency  of  the 
operation  a heavy  reduction  m population  was  brought  abcut,  an  esti- 
mated kill  of  approximately  1,180  being  obtained. 
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Three  weeks  later,  a second  attack  was  made  against  the 
residual  population.  This  time,  prejudice  was  avoided  hy  the 
introduction  of  alphanapthylthiourea,  a new  poison  under  Ministry 
experiment,  and  soaked  wheat.  The  scope  of  this  operation  was 
not  so  extensive  as  on  the  first  occasion,  only  28  out  of  311  holes 
having  been  re-opened  by  rats.  During  poisoning  night,  there  was  a 
slight  fall  of  snow  which  apparently  had  a little  effect  on  the  feeding 
behaviour  of  the  rats,  because  when  a success  failure  test  was  made  on 
December  22nd,  only  two  holes  had  been  re-opened  and  a similar  number 
of  surface  points  visited  by  rats. 

The  partial  estimated  kill  on  the  second  poisoning  operation  was 
350,  snow  preventing  recordings  at  70  points.
